3) Art. IX, Sec. 10.04 includes revised behavioral health funding estimates for the Treatment Alternatives to Incarceration program based on 2018-19 appropriations.

4) Reflects a reduction due to the removal of non-behavioral health funding. Also reflects the reallocation of funding from behavioral health strategies to non-behavioral health strategies to align with statutory requirements. According to the Coordinating

Council, reallocations for fiscal year 2019 are not yet determined, so overall variance is likely understated.
